Bout the ſixteenth of Offober 1641, before any notice of an 
ay Infurre&tion of this great and general] Rebellion,Captaine 
- \x> Lawſon having occalion to-take a journey fromLondon-der- 
/ 89S 7) unto Dublin, and to to travell by way of Belfaſt, to-the 
aca; iron-workes within two miles thereot, wherein he had 
ſome ſtocke and intereſt, tooke his journey from thence with intent ta 
goe for Dublin upon Friday the 21. of October following, and came 
and reſted that night in (atety at Drummore,where arihng early the next 
morning, being Saturday, topke his journey towards Newry , when 
upon the way he happened to meete with aſonne of Sir Edward T re- 
vers comming from thence, who related unto him upon enquiry, thay 
the Countrey there was riling in Rebellion, which he not giving much 
credit to, went forwards untill he came within a mile of , Newry to the 
Bridge there,obſerving and ſeeing upon the way upon ſeverall hils, ten 
and twenty men 10 a company, and the Bridge guarded with about $9. 
men, who offered to aflault this Captaine, whereupon he obſervin 
great danger, being accompanied onely with'his man, returned backe 
to Lowghbrickelane, whera he happened to meete with Sir T homas Licas 
and Captaine Armeſtrong, where after long conference berweene them, 
a meſſenger approaches, and comes, who did relate rhe truth ofa gene- 
rall Rebcllion in all thoſe parts ; upon further conterence it was agre- 
ed and concluded that the ſaid Captaine Zawſon with the reſt ſhould 
repaire for their relicte to a houſe of Sir Edwegrd T revers, whither be- 
ingcomie, they found there his ſonne arke T revers, and his wife, ,and 
a maid, and an Irifþ Agent of his, who. was well 'mounted,,'and had 
ſerved his Father |xteene yeeres, and five 1riſþ footmen ready to depart 
thenee into another houſe of his Fathers about twelve miles diſtant, 
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r beige gone in his Goach about, an, hore before a by-w 
hor Nr ive Pri ortws from Newsy. So deman-

ding wÞat.to doe for beft @fcty,/it was. agreed amongſt them; that they 
fhould goe into Sir Edward T revers houſe, it being a = of ſome de- 
fence; and cornming within a mile theregty they fent their foormien 
before to the houſe, and ſtayed themſelves uyon the {ide of a hill, to 
| Have intelligence if che houſewere ſate, /whereupan' one of the boyes 
- in company with them, therelt being fled tothe Enemy, returned and 
acquainted them rbat Sir Conn. Mackgennis had newly taken his Fathers ' 
houſe and himſelfe priſoner fo conſidering what to doe, it drawing to- 
wards night, it was reſolved they ſhould ride allnight and goe Downe- 
patricke way , when they preſently eſpied a horſeman comming from 
Newry, whereupon Coptorts Lawſon and the Iriſþ Agentſtayed to en- 
quire for newes, and the reſt of the company going forwards, but'ſce- 
ing the Enemies horſe halt on the way, andthe relt of the company be- 
ing abcnta quarter ofa mile before: Capraine Lawſox defired the-t53ſ 
Agentto come along with him forwards in theit company, bur being 
well mounted he leaves Captaine Lawſon, and ridde to the Enemy to 
Newry, and preſently roſe 80. men, and followed Captaine Lawſon and 
his' company to Dondromme, where they ſtayed for a'fhort time, in 
and about halfe an houre after they left it, came the Enemy and tooke 
it in, where it pleaſed God to give them a great deliverance, that nighe 
being Saturday ; and the next morning being Sunday about breake of 
the day they came to Downe-patricke, where they ſtayed to heare a Ser- 
mon, all the Towne being in a great affright. 

: - After which they went forwards and came that night to K:/leleagh 
to the Lord Hamiltons, where Str Thomas Lucas and the reſt ſtayed, and 

Captaine Eawfor thereupon that night procured a man'with him from 

thence, and came in the night by Comber, through the Lord of Ardes 
Countrey about by litttle Belfaſt, and came to great Belfaſt, and up to 

the Iron workes neare thexeunto about three of the clocke in the mior- 

ning, where his wife was then ref:dent, and having ſent ſeverall meſ- 

ſengers before to enquire after him, who were taken and robbed- Bur 

Captaine Lawſon not having reſted there above two houres, aroſe, cal- 

ling two horſemen with him. And in the morning being Munday,went 
downe bagke againe to great Belfai?, where they. found moſt part, of 
the inhabitants fled; and flying, and carrying away their goods to Car- 

rick; fergws, and the old Lord Chicheſter ihipped aboard in a Ship. Sa 

Captaine Zawſyz went throughout the Vowne, and blamed them 

much for offering to leave the Towne, and intreated for ſome Armes, 
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either by buying or lending, but could not prevaile, At laſt hefonnd 
'in Maſter Lefquires houſe ſeven Maſquets and eight Halberts ready in 
the ſtreets to be ſhipped for Carrickeferg#s, which Armes he tooke and 
bought a Drumme, and beating the ih throngh the Towne, 1atfed 
about twenty men, who came with him againeup tothe Iron works, 
having Mr.Forbxs,& {ome number with him joyned with Cap. Lawſor, 
wherealſfo he gathered in-all about 150. horſe & foot, who about two of 
the clockeupon the ſame Munday in theafternoone, being the 25. of 
Oftober, the ſecond day after the rebellion, marched unto Liſnegaroy, 
and there entred the Towne about tonure of the clocke the ſame 
days all the people with the Troope there engarriſond, having before 
left the Towne to the Enemies mercy the Sunday before, and they 
quartered all that night, in the huulſe the Biſhop of Downe lived in, 
. and put many Candles in the Market-hone and Centries out 
in every quarter of the Towne, making ſhew of {ixe or ſeven lighted 
matches for everypiece to aſtoniſh theEnemy,who came to theCentries 
that night, intending to have burnt the Town, but our ſhew and carri- 
age was morethen our force,theEnemy being ſtrong and many in nun- 
ber, by which meangs they were affrighted and beaten off that nighr, 
And The next morning being Tueſday , the Enemy appeared by the 
Townes end, and drived before them about 400. Cowes, whereupon 
Captaine Lawſon with 45. horſe iſſued forth, leaving the reſt to guard 
the Towne, and it pleaſed God -by their geod labour and induſtry 
they tooke the prey of Cowes, and ſome priſoners, and killing others 
of the Enemy, and got leventeene of their mantles. And after ſending 
the prey into the Towne, they adventured'three miles further , and 
brought in before night as many more Cowes, and kept them within 
the Bawne wall of the Biſhops houſe, and all the next night ſecured 
the Towne alſo. Sir Conn. Mackgennis threatning and ſending word 
he would burne the Towne that night, but it pleaſed God they were 
prevented and beaten off, and the Towne kept in ſafety, and often if 
ſued forth amongſt the Enemy to prevent their gathering to a great. 
head, until} at length upon the next day being Wedneſday, the Troope 
and towneſmen camein againe to the Towne, hearing andunderſtan- 
ding what ſervice Captaine Lawſon and his ſmall company of men had 
done there in ſecnring the ſame , the preſervation whereof under 
God was a meanes of the ſafety not os of Lijnegarvy andBelfaſt, 
but of moſt of thoſe parts thereabouts, Being the- firſt that op- 
ſed the Enemy - in thoſe parts. And at night came thither the Losd 
of Ard: forces and the Lord Hmilton, Sir Arthur Firingham, Captaine 
ad Chicheſter, 
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icheſter, Sir T hows: Lucas and Sir Fames Momgomery, and Mr, Artbzr 
Hill, with their torces, who gave Captaine Lawſon and his men great 
thankes for their good care and ſervice in the Towne, and offered to 


give him a Commiſſion to enable him to doe more ſervice,which he 


was yery unwilling to accept of, in regard of his Calling, being a 
Merchant. But being moyed by Sir T homas Lucas, accepted thereot,and 
gave him power thereby to raile as many horle and foote as he pleaſed 
in the Counties of Downe and Amtrym (as may appeare by his ſaid 
Commiſiun) praying him to accept thereof, the ſaid Sir Thomas Lucas 
promiling he would acquaint his Majz{ty with his good ſervice, which 
the rather encouraged him to accept thereof. Le 

Lo therebeing come up to Liſnzegarvy about 1 500, horle and foote, 
him(elfe, bis men, and company had their order by their Commiſſion, 
and quarters about the Iron workes in theBarony of Belfaſt, and then 
left to the Army about 400. Cowes, and onely brought with him from 


thence about ſixty Cowes tor his owne company. 


About toure daies their Armies ſtayed in Liſnegarvie, and in that 
rime molt of their men went home with fome Cowes to Claneboyes, and 
the Ard, and:Captaine Chicheſter, Sir Arthur T iringham, with ſome 


- others, wentto Drommore, where the Enemy approaching upon them, 


they retired home to. their Quarters, by which meanesLiſnegarvie was 
left.in a worſer caſe then at firſt, ſo as Captaine Lawſon was forced 
from time to time upon all Alarmsto come up from his Quarters, be- 
ing three miles off to relieve the Towne. And for the ſpace of a 
moneth by realon of the often approaches of the Enemies got little reſt 
io,.dav or night, but {till inskirmith and affilting the Town,and was at 
the putting 250. of the Enemy out of Mr. Rawdens houſe nearethere- | 
unto, and 1ecovered from them ſome Lead, with much other goods 
te:t therein, and were preſerved for the owners, and killed ſeverall of 
the Enemy at that time and afterwards above ten or more every day, 
and marched up to Bal/anderry,and brought many Cowes from thence, 
put.ant Mr. Rory an Arch+rebell out of his houſe, loſing upon, many 
$kirmithes ſonze tew of his men, which the Countrey thereabont well 
knowes, in which ſervice Captaine Windſor was, and behaved himſelfe 
gajlantly,and ſeverall other times as occalion offered, 


. Aclaithaving gotten notice of a Shipof his which he had frangh- 
ted with! Butter from Londouderry to goe for France, was Itaycd there 
and not ſuffered to paſſe. Captaine: Lawſon acquainted 'Captaine Chi- 
ckeſt:r, Sis Arthur T iringbam, and thereit of the Commitſtioners, t 
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with, deſiring them to have feave to come to Derry to take ſome courſe 
to releaſe her, which they willingly granted, and gave him a Warrant 
under their hands (as doth appeare) unto his two Lieutenants and 
Quarter-maſter to command his company of horſe and foote in his ab- 
ſence,being limited for ten dayes and no longer,and withal write their 
letters in his behalfe to ſome of 'the Commiſhoners at Londonderryto 
take him into their care, and ſhew him all favour in relcating of his Ship 
and goods, and ſetting forth the. good ſervices done by him in thote 
parts,as Iikewiſedoth appeare, Howbeit the Commiſlioners at Derry 
at his comming thither taking into conſideration the great number of 
diſtrefſed robbed people there,and no ſhipping there to tranſport them, 
he was refuſed, his goods unſhipped, and much ſpoyled,and much lot, 
and imbezelled by reaſon of the diftra&ion of the times, and loit of Ad- 
vance-money to the Maſter of the Ship 30o.li. Sterling,belides the benefit 
6f his market beyond Seas, and for the defraying of his credit abroad 
ahd at home, which was the onely ſtaffe of his livehhood, and mighe 
have beene the meanes to have returned a Ship or more of Corne in- 
tended for theſe parts, ſo as he cannot be lefle dampnified then 600. 1t. 
the ſame ſhip being afterwards imployed ro carry away into Scotland 
about 500. poore ſoules, which would have periſhed if that occaſion 
had not beene offered, 'no other ſhipping being there reſident for the 
ſpace of fixe moneths before. So as all his goods ſo ſhipped, being 

utter, are wholly imployed and diſpoſed for the ſupply of the ſeve- 
rall Regiments, his owne Souldiers and others of the Britiſh there. 

By reaſon whereof, and for that the Countrey all aboutin this 
time were then broken out into open rebellion, he could not in ſafety 
returnebacke to his Quarters by Land or by Sea,but was forced to ſtay 
in Derry , howbeit all his company at the Iron workes ſtill kept: on 
foote for foure moneths together,doing good ſervice all that time,they 
being atall battels, and skirmiſhes there with the Enemy, and about 
ren of his company loſt therein, whereof one was Captaine Boyd his 
Souldier at firſt, and after made a Captaine, whoſe wite and poore 
children wholly depend upon Captaine Lawſons reliefe ; ſo as hecan« 
not have expended leffe then 1200.1i. for the railing,keeping,and main= 
raining his ſeverall contpanies there, with Vitals, Munition , and. 
Arnes, befides all his ffocke at the Iron workes,with the works them- 
ſelves wholly loſt and brought to decay, the Sowe-iron unwrought to. 
the quantity of 2e00. li, value, befide much Iron oare,and 1000. tunnes 
of ſquare timber moſt burnt by the Souldiers,1000.loads of Ohatogn 

| Durnt, 
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 buritby the Enemy at Forge, Fornace, and.in the Woods, with three, 


Gorne Mils,: and many houſes burned, and land layed wafte,: and 
all the movables taken away by the Enemy and others, the land and 
Mils'being worth 150. li. per: Annum. The Mils, Lands, and Woods, 
wholly belongingto Robert Barre Eſquire his Father in Law, :onely 
2000. li. Sterling which Captaine Henry Osburne his brother in Law 8 
he had as a itocke on foot therein, which upon the matter is the loſe of 
the greateit part of their threeeitates,the os. lolſe is above 12000. li, 

In the interim of which time Captaine Lawſon the more to expreſſe 
his willingnefle co further his Majelties ſervice, having a Ship come 
into Carrickefergw,at the ficit of the rebellion, which was laden with 
83.tunnes at Salmon for the accompt of him, Captaine Hexry Finch 
and Captain Oshnrn,with other goods for Derry, and bound for Fran-e, 


cauſed.the ſame to tranſport from thence to Dublemm, Sir T homss Lucas 8 


Cap:Charles Baz 'tor,where being landed, & the ſhip intending farwards 
to Franx,was preſently after calt away worth 2000.1.Sterling,occaſion- 
ed by the ſame. And by that conveyance Cap. Bolton getting to Dublin, 
fhortly afterwards brought backe from thence to Ludonderry, thirty 
Barrels of Powder, with other Armes and Munition, being the firit re- 
liefe and ſupply which came thither tor the ſupplies of the Regiments, 
and Souldiers there,. without which .they had beene utterly loſt and 
per:ſhed, as bging deſtitute before of any Powder or Armes. . 

Captaine Lax ſor not being able by reaſon of the generall rebellion 
to returne backe from Derry unto his charge and companies at Liſne- 
wes and the parts thereabonts, the Commiſſioners at Derry delired 
1imto make his ſtay there, it being the place of his moſt aboade and 
dwelling, and were pleaſed to give him another Commitllion to raiſe a 
company there, which he out of a deſire and zeale to the publike ſer- 
vicedid at his owne colt, coniiſting of 150. toote and eleven horte, and 
were there lately ſo muitered- by the Commiſlary, which. company of 
horſe and foote he hath kept, maintained, and continued at his owne 
charge by weekly pay. of two ſhil.{x pence weekly, trom the fiſt of De. 
cember 16.41. & 100.beiide officers till continued on foot by his weekely 
pay; and hath iſſued and delivered out abour 4000. Deale boards co 
make ſeverall houſes with timber,Planckes and, Nailes. to receive'the 
Souldiers, their wives and children in the dead of Winter, -moſt of 


" them having:beene men of good ability and houſholders, neither hath 


he beene wanting on his part for and towards. the repairing of the de- | 
cayed wals, gates, and ramparts of the City, anddoing other neceſſary 
| workes 
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 workes there, and hath begunne a 
of good conſequence,intended to be perfeRted ; for all which hecan- 
not have expended leffe, to our underſtanding, then 5000. li. Sterling, 
belid s his loſle of ſeverall houſes, goods, and commodities at S:rabane, 
all burned and conſumed, to the value of 1500, li. Sterling, and the 
want of his meanes and imployment (as being a Merchant-adventurer 
to the Seas) and having greatdebts abroad in the Rebels hands, and 
others, who are poore diltrefſed people and not able to make any fatil(- 
faction. | | 
All which premiſſes conſidered, as by certificate in them the ſaid 
doth appeare, are of opinion that Captaine Lawſons paines, zeale, va-= 
lour, care, and ſervice hathjultly demerited a good reward,q@nd a con- 
lideration to be had of his great loſſes ſultained, being the. firſt that 
oppoſed the Enemy in the Kingdome, at and abour' Lyſnegarvy , by 
which meanes under God, weenjoy moſt ofthe County about,in regard 
ic was ſo ſuddenly uppoſed,being upon the*Munday following, the 25.

V f Hereas by his Majeſties Commiſſion under the hands of the 
VV Riphe Hononrable Sir Willi, Parſons and Sir Fohn Borlaſs 
Knights, now Lords Juſtices of this Kingdome of Ireland, and others 
of the Honourable Privy Conncell of the ſame Kingdome, to us and 
others dire&ed, bearing date the eightecnth day of November Jaſt paſt; 
whereby we or any one of us joyntly or ſeverally are required and au- 
thoriſed to levie, arme, 'and array all ſuch forces both of foote and 
horſe of the B-itiſþ Nation, within the ſeverall Counties of Tyrone, 
Londom-derry, Donnagall, Cavan, Armagh, arid Fermanagh, all, or any of 
them; andallſo to fivide, diſtribute, and diſpoſe the ſaid forces into 
Troopes or ſeverall Companies, and to appoint Officers and Comman- 
ders over them. Now by vertue of the foreſaid Commiſſion , we- doe 
hereby nominate, ordaine, and appoint Robert Lawſon Merchant, and 
one of the Burgeſſes of the' City of London-derry to be Captaine and 
Commander of one hundred men of the Britiſh Nation, and he to ap- 

intſuch Officers under him for the commanding and due ordering 
of his ſaid company as he ſhall know and approve to be men of diſcre- 
tion, care and truſt to diſcharge the Offices whereunto they ſhall be 
ele&ed and appointed by him. And we doe hereby authorize the ſaid 
Robert Lawſon wREN his ſaid company with any other his Majefies 
forces for the defence of the foreſaid City of Londow-derry,or in purſi- 
ing, ſlaying, and deſtroying any of the Rebels, and for the taking and 
ſurpriſing any of the Holds or Forts now poſlefſed by them or any of 
them if occa(ion ſhall ſo require. And we doe hereby require and com- 
mand al ſuch perſons as {hall be entred in the Liſt, and under the 
command of the ſaid Robert Lawſon-to. render all due obedience to him ' 
and his Officers asby them in paint of Martiall affaires they or any of

company of Souldiers now ingartiſoned in the ſame City tobe our 
Agent in the foreſaid bufinefſe, who intendeth by the affifttance of Al-- 
mighty God with all poſſible ſpeede ro pafſe into -the Kingdome of 
England, there to expedite our atfaires, and afterwards to make his re» 
turne hither, We therefore doe pray and defire all his Majzſties Of- 
cers, Miniſters, and loving Subje&ts of any his Highnefſe Realmes and 
Dominions, to whom theſe Preſents ſhall come to be ſcene, to take no- 
tice hereof, and to permit the ſaid Robert Lawſin to paſſe and repaſle 
both by Sea and Land without trouble or moleſtation either in body 
or goods, and to afhilt him if need require with Poſt-horſes, or any 0- 
ther thing needfull in his journey, and returne hither as they and eve-- 
of them tender bis Majeſties ſervice, and the welfare of this partof 
his Majelties Kingdome, in teſtimony whereof we have hereunto fer 
our hands, and cauſedthe Seale of Maioralty of the forcſaid Ciryto 
be hereto affixed at the ſaid City, the 23. day of September, Anno Dome.

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we without the aſſiſtance of the ſaid Gity companies could not have ſo 
well ſubliſted. And we doe further declare that Captaine Larſon hath: 
taken great care in training and exerciſing his company, that they are 
expert ready Souldiers; and if it pleaſe his Majelty and his Honouras 
ble Court ot Parliament fo to eſteeme of hin) and his company,he hach 


well demerited good pay and reward, as well for his ſervice done in 


theſe parts, as for the like by him done and performed at Liſneg.erzy,and: 
the parts thereabouts at the fir Inſurre&ion of this Rebellion,as is in- 
timated and {1gnified unto ſome of 1s under the hands of divers Ho- 
nourable perſons in this Kingdome, which we have ſeene and peruſed, 
and give good credit therennto,zand we do alfo certific on the behalfe of 
the ſaid Captaine L:wſoz that he hath ifſued and delivered without any 
payment or ſatisfa&tion the number of 4000. Deale-boards together 
with Timber, Iron, and Nailes, wherewith to ere and ſet up ſeverall 
houſes for the lodging and receiving of the Souldiers, other poore 
diſtreſſed people within the City reſorting thither for reliete in the dead 
tims of winter, without which many of them otherwiſe had periſhed 
and beene lo!t, themoſt part of the houſes in the Suburbs being pulled 
downe in feare of the Enemies approach. And having a Ship laden 
at Derry apon the firſt beginning of this Rebellion, with a great quan= 
tity of Butter to be tranſported for France, did afterwards unlade the 
ſame Butter, and diltributed the ſame by times, by our order, amongſt 
the Souldiers and others tor their reliefe, without any payment. By 
which meanes he loſt 3o. li. of Advance-money to the Matter of the 
Ship, the lofle of the benehir of his markets abroad, and preſervation of 
his credit at home and abroad, beſides his lofſe at the Iron workes a- 
bove Bel/:ſt, amounting to a great value, and his loſe and dammage 
ſuſtained by feverall houſes, goods, and commodities burned and con- 
ſumed at Srrabane of great worth, and great debts abroad: in the Rebels 
hands, much on the behalte of the ſaid Captaine Lawſor,we doe certifie 
xo be true, belides other good ſervices performed by his owne hands in 
killing and cutting of ſome of the Arch-rebels, and in teſtimony of the 
truth hereof, we have here under ſubſcribed this 16, day of September, 
Anno Dom, 1642, An, R.Car.
